identified only by the name of the bank or clearing house number of 
the bank upon ■which they were drawn, it will bo necessary to review 
the lecordak photographs oi these checks in order to deter-line the 
identity of the drawer. 

■'ith regard to the request contained in oureau letter of 
September 1, 1950, to ascertain if possible whether there have been 
any charges against Col lids account for sums paid to individuals 
in Paris, it was determined at the ibLggs National dank that they do 
not make lecordak photographs of checks drawn on accounts of their 
own depositors. 


It was not apparent from the records of the bank that ary of 
the items deposited to 01 Tim r s account were iron sources in Trance 
in the nature of rental collections for real property. However, the 
possibility exists that if OiFIE is the recipient of such funds, 
payments could be marc- to him through some other bank in the United 
States. This could possibly be determined through a review of 
lecordak photographs of the checks deposited to Oil Id's account. 

The only items deposited that were dram on banks outside the United 


States vere as follows: Checks drawn on the Tank of Montreal, Toronto, 
Canada, and the royal Trust Company, Toronto, Canada. Since the 
amounts of these checks coincide with the anounts of checks received 
by 91-113 from the fr udson vay fining and Inciting Company, it was 
believed that all these checks r present stock dividend payments to 
O Ilf iron + he above company.

London, of which two were deposited on February 11, 19)-,7, 
in the amounts of - 73*33 and • .0, respectively. 
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Two checks deposited on February 2 it, 19k7, each in the sum

tome of items deposited to OKIE'S account were indicated to be 
pay checks; however, there were also a number of items drawn on the 
Unitea States Treasury which are believed to be pay checks although 
not so indicated. Also, some of the items drawn on the IT. S. 

Treasury would appear to be possioly interest payments on li. S. 
u overnment bonds or expense checks received by OH-TL during his tenure 
as a Government employee. 

OF ML' s account also ref'l ects that he has received sums of 
money from former Ambassador 7TLLIALI C. BULLITT. There was deposited 
to his account on January 7> 19h?, a check drawn on the account of 
TIL.LIA?' C. BULLITT at the Girard Trust Company, Philadelphia* 
Pennsylvania, in the sum of 1,2,561.36. Another check in the sum of 
(700 was deposited on (arch h, 19k?. Then on April k, 19k7, another 
check drawn by BULLITT in the sum of ("6,000 was deposited. Again on 
December 19, 19k9, a check drawn by BULLITT in the sum of 0217*31 
was deposited to OKIE’S account. There was also deposited to his 
account on Tecember 2k, 19k8, a check in the amount of (.1,000 drawn 
on the Girard Trust Company, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania; and although 
the payer of the check was not indicated it was possible that this 
wa3 also drawn on BULLITT'S account. There were also a number of 
other checks deposited to OFFit's account drawn on the Girard Trust 
Company which are set forth in the work papers of SA (A) J. BitWAHI) 
COOK. Assuming that all of the checks deposited to OFFXa's account 
which were drawn on the Girard rrust Company were those of VTuJLA*! 

C. BULLITT, it would appear that OKIF, over the past four years, 
has received a total of ./16,058.57 from former Ambassador BuLPEiT. 
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It is therefore requested that this office be advised whether 
the bureau desires that the Eecordak photos of the checks deposited 
to OH-XS’s account be reviewed and further whether leads obtained 
as a result of this procedure should be directed from this office 
to other offices.

I'lL 
remained with the State department until August, 1&8, and it is not 
known whether he received any increases in salary prior to his 
Severance. In addition to his salary he undoubtedly received a living 
allowance, but it would not appear reasonable that this would amount 
to enough to enable OFFIi, to accumulate the money to justify the 
expenditures he has made for real estate.
